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Petty places McGill Economics 
Centre in a pretty mess 

Though McGill is pursuing closer links with the corporate and industrial worlds, 
planners and administrators may be neglecting the fallout that can take place when 
such unions crash. 

One such scenario took place this summer, seemingly unnoticed, when Repap 
CEO and McGill ‘ governor ' George Petty quietly withdrew his funding from 
McGill's Economics Centre.

The flume of the McGill Eco- 
nomics Centre, and the financial 
well-being of the economics de- 
partment are anyone’s guess after 
the withdrawal of George Petty’s 
generous funding. 

Petty, a former McGill hockey 
star, is the main stockholder of 
Repap Enterprises, a billion-dollar 
Canadian pulp and paper corpora- 
tion. He also sits on the McGill 
Board of Governors. 

McGill’s Economics Centre - an 
economic think-tank - was created 
with substantial support from Petty , 
and with his aid it flourished from 
1989 and 1990. In that time, Petty’s 
money helped sponsor two interna- 
tional conferences, 30 workshops, 
14 graduate fellowships and three 
visiting professors. 

The Centre was also promised 
endowments for two ‘RcpapChairs’ 

• one in management and one in 
economics - as well as $100 000 a 
year for three years to fund visiting 
economics professors, and funding 
for the Faculty of Management. 

But this year, Petty is only con- 
tributing money for graduate fel- 
lowships, awarded last year. The 
Repap Management Chair for the 
Economics Centre has been fully 
endowed and the position has been 
filled. But the Economics Chair is 
now only partially funded and the 
department will not fill the position 
this year. The Centre is sponsoring 
two conferences, but only with 
funds left over from last year’s 
budget. 

Petty’s motives murky 

Petty withdrew the bulk of his 
financial support for the Econom- 
ics Centre this summer, citing bad 
publicity on campus. 

Last spring, four economics 
professors wrote the McGill Re- 
porter to express the concern that 
Petty retained excessive control 
over the Economics Centre. 

Professors Lee Sodcrstrom, 
Sidney Ingcrman, Allen Fcnichcl 
and Robin Rowley wrote, “Key 
parts of the Centre’s funding still 
had to be negotiated with Mr. Petty 
or his representatives, project by 
project, dollar by dollar." 

They argued this situation led to 
Petty’s effective control of the Cen- 



tre’s activités. 

The professors were also un- 
happy with a proposed administra- 
tive structure, for the Centre. The 
Economics Centre was to have an 
advisory committee to “advise and 
interact with the directors on a 
regular basis on all aspects of the 
Centre’s activities. Petty would 
chair this committee if he were 
willing.” 

But according to Robert 
McCallum, Chair of the Depart- 
ment of Economics, Petty never 
tried to influence the Centre. 

In a leucr written with Manage- 
ment Dean Wallace Crowston, he 
responded, “Mr. Petty has had 
nothing to do with the disposition 
of funds for students, infrastruc- 
ture, and workshops.” 

Petty is known for his conserva- 
tive position on economic matters. 
He espouses absolutely frec-mar- 
ket capitalism and opposes govern- 
ment stimulation in the economy. 

An article in the Globe and Mail 
on May 24, 1989, and a Gazette 
article printed March 11, 1990, 
suggested that Petty was using the 
Centre as a way to spread his politi- 
cal views. 

Moredoubts about the academic 
integrity of the Centre were raised 
in a letter dated May 1, 1990, from 
the late Professor Alhanasios 
Asimakopulos (of Economics) to 
VP Academic Samuel Freedman. 

Asimakopulos raised questions 
about the Repap Chair in econom- 
ics. In his letter, Asimakopulos 
wrote "the Story (alas, it is a true 
story) that Mr. Petty would fund the 
Repap chair [in economics] if 
Michael Parkin was to be the occu- 
pant, but not if David Laidler were 
to be selected, is quickly spreading 
through an incredulous Canadian 
academic community." 

Again, McCallum said Petty 
never influenced the choice for the 
Repap Chair. 

“If Petty had been able to influ- 
ence the choice there would be a 
Chair in place today," he said. “But 
there is no chair. We haven’t done 
anything that did not maintain aca- 
demic objectivity." 

Now who’s got the cash? 

Estimates of money donated by 



Petty vary. On March 11, 1990, the 
Gazette reported that Petty had 
committed$3millioninl989alone. 

McCallum said that he believed 
this figure was incorrect, but would 
not give another estimate. An inter- 
departmental memo written by 
McCallum in April, 1990 actually 
outlines a four-year commitment 
from Petty for an average of 
$140 000 per year, a total of 
$560000. 

Nevertheless, McCallum admits 
the Centre’s financial situation is 
uncertain now, partly because the 
economy is depressed. 

Indeed, Repap is in financial 
difficulty. The corporation is car- 
rying a $1.6 billion debt and in 
December it cancelled dividents to 
its shareholders for the first time 
since the company started 12 years 
ago. 

When asked if he thinks Petty 
will fund economics at McGill in 
the future McCallum responded, “I 
honestly don’t know."

McGill Senate and students 
in knots over corporate ties

The University is debating 
whether to orient its goals more 
according to business interests, fol- 
lowing a report submitted to Senate 
by the Task Force on Priorities. 

The report also proposes mak- 
ing deans, department and faculty 
heads, and individual professors 
increasingly responsible for seek- 
ing funds from private sources. 

At present, 5.5 percent of 
McGill’s research funds come from 
industry. The report notes that 
among certain American universi- 
ties industry funding has risen as 
high as 12 per cent. 

“The movement to closer col- 
laboration with industry is a natural 
trend, given the present economic 
conditions,” said task force mem- 
ber professor Tanya Gallagher. 

But graduate student repre- 
sentative Daron Westman cau- 
tioned, “Such a move to ‘plug’ uni- 
versity research into the needs of 
the business com munity can reduce 



the amount of money available to 
the humanities and pure science. 

“In addition, such a decentrali- 
zation of the solicita tionof research 
funds will make it even more diffi- 
cult for these departments to con- 
vince donors to give support," 
Westman added. 

, The task force is a committee 
responsible for outlining priorities 
for the university over the next few 
years. The committee suggests that 
closer cooperation with industry 
will encourage technology transfer 
and applied research, and will de- 
velop student internship programs. 

“In the next decade private sup- 
port will make the difference be- 
tween a good McGill University 
and an excellent McGill Univer- 
sity," the report says, encouraging 
donors to be “partners" who “main- 
tain a continuing interest in. their 
chosen area of support." 

The Task Force also recom- 
mends reorganizing planning and 
budgeting at McGill. University 



bodies would continue to plan for 
themselves, but would be oriented 
by general university priorities. 

’Excellence’ should be a fore- 
most priorities for the university, 
according to the report, and plan- 
ning and financial support should 
be redirected to those areas which 
are ‘excellent’ or vital to the uni- ; 
verity as a whole. . , 

The Task Force did not specify \ 
which areas of the university arei 
‘vital’ or ‘excellent’. 

Students’ Society presidentKate 
Morissct said that she thought de- 
partments should attempt to achieve 
a “general fit” with the priorities 
set by the report Morissct was Stu- 
dents’ Society’s representative onj 
the task force. . . r 

Westman disagreed. "It is outra- . 
gcous that the University is consid- 
ering allowing business to deter- 
mine the priorities of higher educa- 
tion,” he said.

Activists debate and 
critique proposed 
municipal anti-porn law

A proposed municipal by-law may banish 
sex from Montréal ads, over the cries of local 
advocates of both women and men’s rights to 
sexual self-expression. 

The law would prohibit images of naked 
people in local advertisements, regulate the 
location and number of pom dealers, and pre- 
vent ‘minors’ from having access to erotica. 

“Pornography is based on the subordination 
of women. The message is there for passers-by 
all the time: women are there to be used," said 
MartinDufircsncfrom Montréal’s Men Against 
Sexism (MMAS), a lobby group that promoted 
the by-law. 

Bu} JulianncPidduck, a women’s columnist 
for the Montréal Mirror, was more critical. 

“It’s great that the City isfmally looking into 
issues about women , but its too bad it’s punitive, 
not affirmative," said Pidduck. The Municipal 
government should look at their own affirma- 
tive action policy and women's projects, like 
! safe lighting on streets, she said. 

!, , Dufresne said' his. band of men spent the 
' summer downtown gauging public opinion and 
collecting a 5000 signature petition, which he 
' thinks is at least partially responsible for City 
Hall’s recent action. 

“Personally, I have a tendency to support 
any thing that might hurt pornography. Besides, 
art is not an absolute cloak for anyone who 
wants to make hate propaganda. The presenta-

lion of a class of people as sex toys is violence,” 
he said. 

But Pidduck countered, "Singling out the 
sex trade will only make those people suffer. 
It’s another example of when moral panic sets 
in and punishes what middle-class morality 
sees fit to punish.” 

Pidduck said that most anti-pornography 
advocates arc men, and women’s issues have 
moved beyond this to “let’s make our own 
pornography." 

City councillor Sam Boskey said censorship 
is not a concern. No one has seen the actual 
wording of the by-law yet, but Boskey was 
confident that the executive’s intention is only 
to “put order” in Montréal. 

Pidduck called this move a cheap way to put 
women’s issues on the agenda. “If you start the 
ball rolling, inevitably gay and lesbian pom 
gets censored. It works against women, and 
against freedom of sexual expression,” she said. 

Pidduck pointed out the by-law cannot pre- 
vent women’s bodies being used toscll all kinds 
of consumer items, which is a more pervasive 
symptom of cultural sexism. 

, An amendment of the City Charter passed in 

December allows the city to pass the by-law, 
but the executive has not made public its actual 
wording. , 

Léa Cousineau, the executive in charge of 
the dossier, could not be reached for comment.

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In double jeopardy 

Technocratic types are fond of telling us we live in a world increasingly 
characterized by rapid change. So we should all re-orient periodically, and' 
leam how to adjust when it turns out digital watches arc no longer exciting 
space-age wonders. 

McGill could have used the Task Force on Priorities as a tool to adapt. 
The task force was a chance to reflect on the relationship between 
universities and post-industrial society. But the conclusions die task force 
came up with suggest that it might have posed itself better questions. 

-'It might have questioned the meaning of ‘excellence', for example. 
‘Excellence’ seems to be defined in ternis of the international competition 
- ‘Are we Harvard yet?’ Excellence is defined in quantitative terms: by 
numbers of articles published; by numbers of PhD students; by numbers 
of competitive grants obtained; and so on. Quality, then, does a lot to swell 
university coffers, but relatively little to improve anybody’s life. 

The committee might also have asked about accessibility. McGill and 
other post-secondary institutions are only capable of providing a fraction 
of the population with educations, but the recommendations of the task 
force stress tho importance of attracting only ‘top quality’ students. The 
questions that 'might have been asked instead should have focused on 
allowing broader sectors of the population to contribute to and leam from 
post-secondary institutions. This might in turn have led to an exploration 
of the genuine potentials of rcstucturing education. 

Also, it has been obvious for at least a decade that economic develop- 
ment and technological fixes arc nothing like the panaceas they were 
thought to be thirty years ago. What’s good for General Motors, or Rcpap, 
or Conrad Black, is not by any means unequivocally good for Canada, 
especially the less well-off two-thirds of the population. 

Instead of reflecting on the role of universities as an issue that might 
need serious thinking, the task force has given McGill a plan for hitching 
itself to corporate muscle at the expense of most of the rest of society. The 
student body should have protested, and suggested alternatives, while the 
task force was still sitting. But it still has the opportunity to voice 
discontent over the conclusions of the report, and it should do so.

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Pro-war students demonstrate for "peace in our time

Montréal pro-war activists gath- 
ered in front of the ICAO building 
on Sherbrooke Sl last Friday to 
support continued military action 
in the Persian Gulf. 

Thedemonstration, organized by 
Students For Justice, was meant to 
“send a strong message of support” 
to the troops now stationed in the 
Gulf. Their main goal is to call for 
a unilateral withdrawal of all Iraqi 



troops from Kuwait. 

The marchers warned of the 
"peace in our time” mentality of die 
1930’s and emphasized the impor- 
lanccof upholding international law 
and justice in the face of tyranny. 

Organizers pointed to "the hy- 
pocrisy of those who march for 
peace" and the dangers of "a world 
where powerful militant countries 
arc allowed to swallow up smaller 
weaker ones." 



Chantal Sundaram, an organizer 
with McGill’s Troops Out was not 
pleased with tire idea of a pro-war 
march and said that she fears sup- 
port for the troops is increasing. 

“The issue here is not justice, 
it’s oil if anything," she said. “It’s 
not Saddam that puts Israel in dan- 
ger, it is the whole military build up 
that puls the area in danger." 

“I was appalled when I heard 
about the demonstration, I couldn’t 



Corporate funding 
binge worries 
students at U of C

CALGARY (CUP) — Though 
some academics worry about their 
departments’ fates during corporate 
funding drives , others are reassured 
that their institutions are maintain- 
ing central control over priorities. 

"I sec it as a problem,” said Ian 
Adam, head of the University of 
Calgary’s Department of English. 
Corporations may find it “harder to 
place utility value on the study of a 
poet" than on concrete studies like 
engineering or management, he 
suggested. 

Adam is concerned that his de- 
partment - already underfunded by 
the provincial government - may 
face challenges securing corporate 
donations. 

“Over the past 10 years I have 
sensed a general crowding” on 
campus, he said. This year the 
school’s English Department class 
sizes were nearly double the 
standards set by the North Ameri- 
can Association of Departments of 
English. 

But the Dean of Fine Arts at 
Calgary is less concerned by private 
funding. John Roberts denied that 
private donors will set the priorities 
of university funding, noting that 
all canvassing is done through a 
"central command." 

Centralization is “a very good 
way to go - otherwise it’s ad- 
hockery," said Roberts, adding that 
faculties other than management 
and science actually benefit dispro- 
portionately in the centralized sys- 
tem. 

“We cannot compete (with the 
sciences) in terms of fundraising,” 
said Roberts. The centralized effort 
would fund the U of C’s high pri- 
orities, not just the corporations’ 
preferences, he noted. 

A decentralized system, like 
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believe my ears," said one McGill 
employee who wished to remain 
anonymous. 

War-related demonstrations in 
Canada have mostly been geared 
towards a peaceful and a non-vio- 
lent settlement to die crisis. B ut the 
pro-war movement is rapidly 
growing in the United States. 

The recent missile attacks on 
Israel and the parading of allied 
prisoners of war on Iraqi television 



will heighten pro-war sentiment, 
according to some observers. 

"The Middle East without 
Saddam Hussein is a Middle East 
that can work for peace,” said Uriel 
Savir, the Israeli Consul General in 
New York during a pro-war rally 
that drew over 10 000 people in 
midtown Manhattan last Sunday. 

“It’s very paradoxic isn’tit,” said 
Sundaram, “going to war for 
pcace...thads hypocritical if any-

those being implemented at some 
universities and the one currendy 
under review at McGill, would be a 
greater threat to the Fine Arts, 
Roberts suggested. 

Roberts pointed out that in the U 
of C’s short 24-year existence, its 
fund-raising success has been “a 
miracle," especially when com- 
pared to more established universi- 
ties like Queen’s or McGill. 

"Our facilities arc not as exten- 
sive as they could be,” he admitted, 
but "universities can and should 
recognize that the government has 
its problems too." 

The Associadon of Universides 
and Colleges of Canada recognizes 
a nadon-widc bend towards corpo- 
rate funding, butdownplays its sig- 
nificance. Michelle Albagli, chief 
of media and community rcladons 
for die associadon, noted dial only 
six per cent of university funding 
comes from private gifts. 

“That won’t mean you’ll have a 
takeover by corporauons,” said 
Albagli. “Universities have been 
known to turn down money that 
would interfere with university pri- 
oridcs." 

Asked about underfunding of 
departments like English, Albagli 
replied, “I don’t know. This isn’t 
necessarily the case. Not all fund- 
ing comes from very large corpora- 
dons." 

Eric Cameron, head of the De- 
partment of Art, agreed. While gen- 
erally supportive of the new 
fundraising efforts, Cameron said 
that a small decline in government 
funding support can outweigh even 
the largest of private donadons. 

The U of Calgary is gearing up 
for a major corporate funding drive 
to coincide with the university’s 
25lh anniversary.
